At that 
hour the court room was jammed and 
hundreds were standing outside the 


court house. The jurycame in at 10.5.

The foreman 
said “Yes,” and the clerk asked for the 
verdict. “Guilty,” said the foreman, 
“For both men.” Ags soon as the verdict 
was yiven the spectators 
rise and a wild scene followed.

Dominion Government Cannot Hand Over 
Proceeds From Their Sale.

THE DEATH OF THE EARTH. 


ft Will Be Occasioned by the Gradual Ex- 
tinction of the Sun. 


M. Camille Flammarten says that in 
all probability, notwithstanding all the 
circumstances which threaten it, our 
planet will die, not of an accident, but of 
anatural death. That death will be the 
consequence of the extinction of thesun, 
in 20,000,000 years or more—perhaps 30,- 
000 ‘W0—since its condensation in a rela- 
tively moderate rate will give it on one 
hand 17,000,000 years of existence, while, 
on the other hand, the inevitable fall of 
the meteors into the sun may double this 
number. 

Even if you suppose the duration of 
the sun to be prolonged to 40,000,000 
years, it is still incontestable that the 
radiation from the sun coolsit, and that 

the temperatureof all the bodiestends to 
any equilibrium. Then the earth and 
all the other planets of our system will 
cease to be the abode of life. They will 
be erased from the great book and will 

revolve, black cemeteries, around an ex- 
tinguished sun. 

Will these planets continue to exist 
even then? Yes, probably in the case of 
Jupiter, and perhaps Saturn? No, be- 
yond a doubt, for the small bodies such 
as the earth, Venus, Mars, Mercury and 
the moon. Already the moon appears 
to have preceded us toward the‘final des- 
ert. Mars is much farther advanced 
than the earth to the same destiny. Ve- 
nus, younger than us, will doubtless 
survive us, These little worlds lose their 
elements of vitality much faster than 
the sun loses its heat. 

From century to, century, from year 
to year, from day to day, from hour to 
hour, the surface of the earth is trans- 
formed, On the one hand the conti- 
nents are crumbling away and becoming 
covered by the sea, which insensibly and 
ky slow degrees tends to invade and sub- 
merge the entire globe. On the other 
hand, the amount of water on the globe 
is diminishing. A careful and reason- 
able calculation shows that by the ac- 
tion of erasure alone all the land on our 
planet will be covered by water in 10,- 
000,000 years. 

Bronze Powder Making. 

Nearly a hundred establishments are 
engaged in the manufacture of bronze 
powder in and near the cities of Furth and 
Nuremberg, Germany. Itis composed of 

copper, tin, zinc and antimony melted 
in proper proportions and cast first into 
rods of half an inch in diameter and 
about three feet long, these rods being 
rolled until about two inches wide and 
then cut into suitable lengths for han- 
dling. The go to the hammers, 
where they are beaten into a very small 
fraction of their former thickness, and 
are then taken to a sulphuric acid bath, 
where each sheet is washed to remove 
all impurities, rust and dirt. 

After being thorongn'’s dried

A Lecture by Mr. Edgar Judge—The Fu- 


ture of the Northwest. 


Wheat Supply of the World,’ was the 
subject of a very interesting and instruc- 
tive lecture delivered by Mr. Edgar 
Judge, in the Natural History Rooms, 
Montreal. The Rev. Robert Campbell,

Dan « Co, upon his direction, to the 

order of Bullinger, Dun & Co. were in- 

debted to Bullinger for about $10,000 for 
matter purchased. It was charged that 

Wiman, instead of transferring the check | 

to Ballinger, forged Bullinger’s name on | 

the back of the check and deposited it 
in the bank to his owncredit. The 
other indictment charged Wiman with 
having forged the name of Ogden Brower, 
the treasurer of the Campbell printing | 

press and manufacturing company on a 

check for $5,580. This check was also

Judge Barrett insupreme court chambers | 
for acertiticate of reasonable doubt in| 
‘ase, pending an appeal to the, 
general term of the court from the con- 
vietlon to stay the execution of the sent- 
ence, pending the appeal. Judge Barrett, 
on July Is, 1804, granted a certificate of | 
reasonable doubt, and on the next day 
Wiman was released on $20,000 bail. 
“ince then he has been at liberty. 

Judve Barrett in granting the certiti- | 
cate of reasonable doubt, which was 
made on the application of Gen. Ken- | 
jarnin F, Tracey held that the trial judge 
nad erred in submitting the case to the 
inry, upon the question of criminal in- | 
tent, and that intent to defraud was suf. | 
ficient in order to convict. Judge Barrett | 
held that Wiman never intended to pay 
the check to Ballinger, but merely used 
it to conceal the condition of his bank 
account from his partners. He was of 
opinion that the trial indge should have | 
charged the Jury as to criminal iptent | 
and left it for them to have determined. | 
The appeal to the general term of the 
supreme court was argued last January.
